I advice that you do one thing of 
twothinii^s — either cjiU a uew pastor, un- 
der whose IcadeisUip a church inij{'it Ix?

people, so that they may iu usual form 
join hister churches. 

As foi myself, 1 will, as Providence may 
direct, ellher take another pastorate or 
into f^t^nersl evaugelistic work, preaching

Thanking you for your ever iuorcasing 
kindness to me aud nu ue, and hopini; to 
reii.ssociat+'d with you in the heavenly 
world, loitether with the miilti tildes with 
whom we havi^ worshipped during the 
last 'ii years, lam, yours, ia the (iosptfl, 
T. Ukwitt Talmaoe. 

The session, according to a friend of 
the preacher, met Talmage last uight 
and agreed to request the Brooklvn 
presbytery to dissolve the pastoral rela- 
tions now existing. Tliis is a practical 
acceptance of the resignation. 

Dr. Talmage will in the future devote 
himself entirely to evangelical work. 
For a year, at least, he will make pae- 
toral visits through the country, start- 
ingearly in Januarr.

I 
told him that in the face of the present 
hard timea it would be difficult if uot 
impossible to raise the necessary money 
and he agreed with me. ' ' 

LABOR CAN ORGANIZE. 

All iiressiuii of Opinion I'roin Attorney 
Ueueral Oiiiey on tliu .'>ul>Jnot. 

PuiLADEhrHiA, Nov. 9. — The contro- 
versy between the recelTers the 
Reading Railroad company and such 

employes as are members of the 

Brotherhootl af Railway Trainmen, has 
prompted an expre.sfiion of opinion from 
Attorney (Jeiicral < Uiiey in the form of 
a letter to .ludge Dallas uf the United 
States circuit court, before whom tiM 

case is pending. 

Tho dilliculty between tho two organ- 
i/.ations reached a crisis on Aug. 10 last, 
when (ieueral Superintendent Sweigard 
Bummoned before him II employes and 
notified them tliat they should abandon 
the brothi-rhood as a eouditiou of retain- 
ing their plao^s with the railroad com- 
pany. Vigorous protests wore made 
agaiust this alternative and the brother- 
hood urged the receivers to withdraw 
it, but iu answer, the receivers, ou Sept. 
17, wrote: "The policy of this company- 
is well known to be that it will not con- 
sent that persons in this service shall 
owe all(^>;iauce to other organizations 
which may mtUce claims upon them 
wlii<-h are imcompalible with their 
duties to their employers. This position 
was taken advisedly, aud we have BO 
intention of departing from it." 

Attorney General Olney's letter is an 
exhaustive discussion of the questiens 
presented, and he reviews the various 
problems, and the consistent selutions 
to bo applied iu every aapeot. In nb» 
Stance, he holds that labor unorganised 
is practically powerless, that in eom- 
binations such aa this lies the onl^ safe- 
guard of the workingman in his deal- 
ings with organized capital, and that 
his right to Delong to such a qbIoi^ 
beneficial ia intent and pwrpoee i» a 
legal right which 1m can not be 4e> 
prived of.

Officers Must Not Abuse Their Bight 
to Oanr Pistol*— Sound Talk 
From a Jndgo. 



A case was decided in the Police Court 
of Jjouisville a few days ago in which a 
I)rivate i)oli( eman had been arrested for 
nourishing his revolver on the street and 
fighting the people in the neighborhood. 
The case was not clearly made out, and 
the othcer was dismissed, but not nutil 
after he received tho following warning 
from the Judge : 

" The right of any ollicer to carry con- 
cealed weapons ceases whenever he 
abuses that right. Any policeman or 
other ministerial officer who is guilty of 
flourishing a weapon, terrorizing citizens 
and thereby endangering their lives, is as 
much guilty of the crime as if he were 
not an officer. An ofllcer's star is not a 
shield for lawlessness of any kind. 

"County policemen and private po- 
licemen are not ministerial officers, and 
therefore have no right to carry weapons 
concealed except when aotoally engaged 
at the time they carry the weapons in 
the discbarge of police duties." 

" An appointment to such a position as 
county or private policemen do(!8 not 
carry with it the right to carry pistols at 
all times, but only when such oflScers 
are on actual and active duty. There 
have been many instances in which 
toughs have clothed themselves with 
the authority for no other purpose than 
to secure a supposed right to carry a 
weapon, with which thOJ OBdanflor tho 
lives of good citizens."

Superintendent Brotlt, the prinu! mover 
in the enterprise, had annoanced that 
the factory wonld be in operation from 7 
to 9 o'clot k, and the visitors were glton a 
cordial welcome and were shown through 
the various departments. Messrs. H. H. 
Collins, John AriiiHtrong, Frank Arm- 
Strong and John Duley, members of the 
company, assisted the Superintendent in 
showing the visitors through the factory. 

The factory now affords employment to 
twenty>flve hands, and is turning out 180 
pairs of Rhoes a day. 

Everything about the place betokens 
success. The company is finding a 
ready, sale for the ontput. Cincinnati 
parties took 1,200 pairs a weeic or so ago, 
and have sent in additional orders since 
then. Mr. Brodt was up at Portsmouth 
the first of the week and booked orders 
for 500 pairs, and Portsmouth has seven 
Stories of her own. A shipment of 
several hundred pairs was made yester- 
day to the two points named. Infants' 
and children's shoes only are manufac- 
tured. 

Superintendent Bvodt looks after the 
work on the first floor and oversees the 
factory generally. The cutting and stiching 
departments are on the second floor and 
are in i liar^o of Mrs. Wasson and Mr. 
Vincent, experienced hands Who oame 
here from Philadelphia. 

The factory will ran until 9 o'cloek to- 
night. The stockholders and the people 
of Maysville generally are invited to 
come out and see what this industry is 
doing. Business men should make it a 
point to go and seo the factory in 
operation.

St PKmuUDM, Mot. 9.— Th« moit 
nlimn MHgioiia mttIom w«re held at 
noon in the Chnroh of livadia, to 

which the body of Alexander III wae 
remoTod the previooa night. 

Maasea were said in the presAnoe of 
the body. The aerrioea wore attended 
byBmperor Nioholaa II, the curlna, 
the Priaoe and FriaooM of Waiei, the 
repreaentatlTea of Tariou foreign 
powers and many otheit. The csar 
was deeply affected. 

At the cloHtt of the services, and after 
the royal viaitora present and the troopa 
had Tiewed the body, the popniaoe was 
formed in line end filed peat the coffin 
to lake a ttmwM look at the dead 
ruler. Many of thoso who looked npon 
the face of the duod czar were visibly 
affected, and exprosaiou ot MROW were 
heard on all aides. 

The magiiiticfiit colllu cont.iiuiug the 
remains was thon taktn with great cere- 
mony on Iward tlio Russian cruiser 
Pamiat Merkoovia for transportation to 
Sebaiitcpol. 

Thu procession was headed by tlie chief 
of the palace police ami tlit? iiuisttir of 
cereiuouiei, both mounted, followed by 
a numerous troop of soldiers, including 
the Crimean division, compo.'^od of Tar- 
tan. Then followed long tiles of serv- 
ants of the iuii>erial family — footmen 
and domestics. Next in line were rep- 
resentatives of the zemstvo, or district 
aesembly, tlie municipal auchorities, the 
pnblic schools and the pubUo inatitn- 
tions of the Yalta diatriot. 

All of the dead ozar'a Rnasian and 
foreign decorations were carried on a 
onahlon ooTored with silver cloth. Im- 
mediately behind the bearers of this 
pillow oame the clergy, bearing lighted 
oanUea; then followed the oofnn, borne 
by membera of the imperial boiranard 
and sailors from the imperial ywbti ly- 
ing in the harbor. 

Following the coffin came the czar 
and hia anite, the Prince of Walea and 
the Snaaian grand dnkea, then the 
OMrina and the grand dwdieM in 
laoomiiig ooaohes. The pwceeaion 
walked from liTadia to Yalta, a dia- 
taace of two milee, ahmg the biNiiitif ol 
ooaet. The entire route of the pfOcea- 
sion waa lined with troopa. 

Upon the arriral of the cortege at 
Yalta prayen ware olTerad for the re- 
poee of the aonl of the ^ead amperor, 
and a salnte was Ibed from tha abore 
and tiie ahipa la the harbor. Tbm oofftn 
waa then puwed on board the omiaer 
Pamiat MerkooTia, and the joomey to 
Sebaatopol begnn. The Pamiat Mer- 
kooTia waa eaoorted by the ironclad 
Twelve Apoatlea and the omiaer Oriel. 

▲t fiabaatapol aalntea from the ships 
and the forta announced the arrival of 
tiie cruiser Pamiat Merkoovia. Czar 
Nicholas and the grand dnkes bore the 
oofflu aiihore. They were received by 
officers and deputations representing 
the whole Russian army. The cotlin 
was placed in a saloon special ti-uin. 
Thu c/.aiewitrh, whose health would 
not pmrnit him to accouijjauy tho re- 
mains til bt. i'cterftburg, took an atlec- 
tioiiatu faivwell of liis relatives, and 
the train tiien started on its journey. 
The c/.arewiti'h imiiie(iiat(;ly returned 
to Abbastuinien in thu ('aiicahus. 

When tho funei-al train oiTivod at 
Borki the body was plact^l upon a 
cutafal<iue in the church, erected on tho 
spot whore the late czar's lite was at- 
tempted by dfraiUng the tr,un in which 
he and the imperial family were travel- 
ing. There tlie Ixxly wijil lie in atate 
one day aud then Mi>' jonm^y tO the 
city will be coutmued. 

The preparations for the funer.U here 
are proceeciaig rapidly. The fonerai 
aervice will beheld in the cathedral of 
St. Peter aud St. Paul. 

The tomb selected as tho final resting 
place of the czar's body .adjoins that of 
Alexander 11. The c.it.hedral contains 
the b<xlies of all the Russian emperora 
who have reigned Hinco Peter theGi«at. 

The muui(upal council yesterday 
voted an unlimited credit for the pnr- 
pose of defraying the expenses of the re- 
ception here to Emj^eror Nicholas II, 
and the fimeral of Alexarder III, and 
also for the erection of a monument to 
the dead czar. They alao naased a vote 
of 50,000 roubles to M Qsea In draping 
the city. 

An imperial order waa promulgated 
yesterday initiating with a gift of 
£7,000 a anbaoription for the porpoae (d 

gviug a dinner to the poor of Kharkoff 
e day after the passing throngh that 
at the train bearing the late oaar'a 

National anbaariptiona have been 
opened for a great monument to be 
erected to the memory of Ozar Alexan- 
der m, "the great peacemaker." Tliia 
work waa undertaken by order of the 
new caar, and it ii nnderatood that the 
monument will be erected at Moaoow. 

The oaar and czarina, through the 
Ooart minisfer, Oonnt Vorontstm-Daoh- 
kotr, have thanked the Jewish oom- 
nmnity for their message of condolence 
upon the death of the oaar and for the 
loyal and jiatriotic sentiments there- 
upon expressed by the Jews.

CATHERINE HARRISON, WITCH. 

A Paper on tho ICarljr Witch tore of Otw- 

nectlrut. 

Dr. C. J. Iloadly read a paper on 
"Catherine Harrison. Witch, " at a meet- 
ing of the Connootiont Hiatoriool aooie- 
ty. Dr. Hoadly said ChM white Oalbar- 
ine Harrison was not ezeoated two 
were nndonbtedly executed for witch- 
craft in Conneotiout, and tlioro were 
others abont whom there might bo some 
donbt. This community was not swept 
by the supertftition as were some parts 
of Ifassaohnsetts, bnt then were those 
here who held to it 

Catherine Harrison was a honse serr- 
ant bcftiro her marriage, and ono of tho 
danghturH of the houso where sho work- 
ed made oath that sho was a "notorious 
liar, a Sabbath lureaker and a fortune 
taller." The depoeitioiii said she had 
oaased siokneas to some peoplsk death 
to others, had an unholy inflnenoa ai?er 
onim^ had been i^iien to appear as a 
calf and change back to her own shape, 
and that her form or face had frequent- 
ly appeared at people's bedsides and 
other unlikely plaoea. At this trial she 
was not convicted. She was arrested 
again in May, 16G0, and again ocmmit- 
tcd to jail. At tho following term of 
court sho indicted, pleaded not 

guilty and was tried before a jury. This 
jury then failed to agree, aud she waa 
remanded to jail until court should con 
vene again in the f alL At that term the 
Jury rendered a vordiot of guilty, but 
the court was not satisflcd. It obtain- 
ed an expert opinion on witchcraft from 
some ministers, aud still not buing sat 
isfied referred the matter to the general 
court She remained in prison until May. 
1070, when the general ooort released her 
on the payment of the "just fees" of the 
trial and on condition she sboold Imto

('fttherino Harrison left the strito and 
went to Westchester, N. Y.. but her 
reputation preceding her the inhabit- 
ants oomplained to the goremor. For 
some time she was plaoed under bonds 
f < ir good behavior. She was afterward 
released.— Hartford Times.
